1. My impression of Dr* Ivan DOCHEV 'vras general ly favorable* Re seemed to 
me be a generally honest, strai^.tfornard, hacdKorking man who had a 
paramount interest in the liberation of his country, without having specific 
design^ on hoMing high office in his countiy after its eventuatl liberation* 
He does not want to live out his life in either Canada or the U.S. ; he wants 
to return^ Bulgaria, \*ere he ardently hopes to lead a c»dre of his picked 
men in the fight for 1 beration, at a ti;r:e v^;en such a venture will have 
some reasonableN^ance of success* He is : ot under any illusions that this 

is the tirvB* He is certain/thet no country in the world will be of any real

and altruistic assistance^-to his countiy but the United States* He therefore 
would welcone entering into a contractual agreement vdth this government to 
offer him financial and other assifchao ce in return for which he offers us 
the full use of whatever assets he has or can acquire.

Sejjfeember 1951* This is the only Bulgarian language anti-Caiainist 
newsp-Hper presently published in either the or Canada, It his n^t 
been published for several rconths due to the fact that DOC .4^/ docs not 
have the funds to keep it soing ler larly, I ai.i convinced that he is net 
Tgetbing any outside assistance, such as Canadian or British, and that En 
all probability, he is doing idiat he told rce, i.e, publishing it only when 
he can spare a little none/ froci his cvm icodest inco...e which he aaosxaBX 
earns as a truck owner and driver for cert-iin construction companies in 
and around Toronto, 

It seecis to rae that there is a definite need for such a piiper. There 
are .Bulgarian Cci:-Tiunist papers; Harodna Volya , publisried in I^etroit, 
and Novo Vrane , published in Toronto, There are stoong ^oc&nunlst organi- 
zations in both Canada and the U.S. 1 believe that it is necessary and 
advisable to see to It that the other side of the question gets a chande to 
circulate among the Bulgarian-speaking and reading popuXaticn of North 
AtDsrica, and, if possible, elsefwhere throughout the free world, 

DOCHBV feels that it is important that his paper coi^e out regularly , 
but not necessarily every week. Once a motbh woEld be adequate, but tpectc 
iixakwrid if it is not regular, it gives substance to the line of Ndvo 
Vrey and Narodna Volya that theirs is the real truth about Bulgaria and 
Bul^rians. Ihis is the present situation. It is, of course, vftH-known 
that both these Commie papers are published regularly and carry the Cojrjnie 
line.
